This is said to be true especially of 
the late corn— and there is much of 
that in the county.

weather conditions, the farm er who 
did not plant his corn very early last 
spring did not get it in until very 
late. 
Farm ers got in some good licks at 
threshing last 
week, 
many com­ 
panies working up to Sunday noon 
when a heavy rain 
put an 
end to 
threshing for a day or two. 
Farm ers 
adjoining 
the fair 
grounds were 
threshing and putting up hay last 
week while the fair w as in progress. 
Some threshing companies worked 
a wrinkle on the wet wheat. 
They 
threw out all the bundles on the out­ 
side of the shock and threshed the 
driest bundles 
first. 
Then they 
threshed the wet bundles and if they 
found the wheat too wet, they either 
put it in the barn and tried to dry it 
or saved it to feed to the hogs.

Plans are being completed here by 
Governor Ralston, the Chamber of 
Commerce and the Indiana Society 
for the Prevention of Tuberculosis 
for the reception of 1,000 or more 
delegates to the Mississippi Valley 
Conference on Tuberculosis to be 
held in this city September 29th and 
30th and October 1st.' 


The convention is' expected to be 


the largest gathering of anti-tuber- 
culosis workers ever held in Ameri- 
ca. Eighteen Middle Western States 
are included in the Conference and 
in each state, the governor is ap- 
pointing from fifteen to forty dele- 
gates. There will be in addition, 
Iarg9 representations from the health 
boards, hospital -corps 
and anti- 


tuberculosis societies in each state. 


The program for the three days 


will touch upon neady every phase 
of the greatest of all preventable 
disease which each year reaps a 
toll of approximately 100,000 human 
lives in the Mississippi Valley. Phy- 
sicians will discuss the best ways o: 
diagnosing tuberculosis in the early 
stages while there is yet room for 
hope that the pntient may be re- 
stored to health. Nurses and socia 
service workers will lay strong em- 
phasis on the prevention of the dis- 
ease as applied to housing and work-
